 Copies of the letter from the State of Maine Submerged Lands Coordinator concerning 

the submerged lands application filed by Snowshoe Village Unit Owners Association were given 

to the board members along with a copy of Andrew Cutko, Director of the Bureau of Parks and 

Lands, Preliminary Findings and Decision dated November 4, 2022. The Findings are subject to 

a 30-day review period. At the end of this period (December 7, 2022)  if there is no new 

evidence to challenge the findings, the Bureau will issue a Final Findings and Decision and the 

applicant will be granted a submerged lands lease. A great deal of discussion followed 

concerning the permitting of temporary and permanent docks in Embden. More discussion will 

be needed to address this issue further.
